(121415, 20-1) areas 62 Division Teadquarters was’ at Tach'4 (121-15, 20~29); 
62 Division troops were’ at Verlling (121-21, 26223), Chtumen (121=17, 28-15), 
Tumgfongshan (# # W4 ), and Shiht?ang (121-36, 28.17); and the 63 Division 
was at ticnchou (120-30, 28-01) .* 


2, On 10 November, 23 Army Headcuarters was at Hinchai (121-25, 29418), and 
23 Army troops were in the Ch'uanshan (121-56, 2951) area. 


3. In early Hovember 2,200 officors and men of the Huaining (117-02, 30-31) 
Military Sub-District Headquarters, Anhwei Wilitary District, were ordered 
to move to Yunch'i (118616, 31-27) by 11 November. The China Llerchants' 
Steam Navigation Company sent the CHUNG LOLs from Shanghai to Anping to 
transport them. 


h. On 3 November, 32 trucks of the 7 Company, 2 Truck Regiment, left Chienou 
(118-19, 27-Oh) for Nanpting (118-08, 26~39) carrying 105 tons of gasoline 
and canvas shoes for the 10 Army Group. On the sane day, 15 trucks of the 
5 Company left Chienou for Nanp'ing with more gasoline. 


S, In late October the Southwest Military District Transport Department 
requisitioned 5 sl7h barrels of gasoline, the budget for which was submitted 
to Peiping.
